Election/Restrictions

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

3. Although there are no provisions under the section for "Relationship of Inventions" in 
M.P.E.P. § 806,05 for inventive Inventions that are directed to different methods, restriction is 
deemed to be proper because these methods appear to constitute patentably distinct inventions 
for the following reasons: Inventions I and II are directed to methods that are distinct both 
physically and functionally, and are not required one for the other. Invention I requires search 
and consideration of preventing ischemic damage, which is not required by Invention II. 
Invention II requires search and consideration of treating ischemic damage, which is not required 
by Invention 1. 

4. Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must include an

Claims 1-12, drawn to a method for preventing or reducing ischemic damage in
